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Foreign labor defendants want single hearing

The defendants in the Guam Contractors Association case involving the denial of
H-2b visas is hoping to have just one hearing on motions filed by the plaintiffs and
to further schedule that hearing for a later time. Currently a hearing on the GCA's
motion for a preliminary injunction is set for December 22nd with a scheduling
conference is set to follow on January 3rd.

The feds are hoping to consolidate the hearings and have it later to accommodate
personal commitments related to the upcoming holiday season, intervening federal
holidays, pre-existing workloads and in light of the increased cost associated with
traveling between Washington DC and Guam during the holiday season.

The GCA and about one dozen companies are taking the federal government to
court for the drastic denial of foreign work visas.
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
